To the Chairman and Members of the Withnell Urban District Council. 
ifr, Chairman and Members, 

I have much pleasure in presenting the Annual Report on the Health 
and Sanitary Circumstances of the District for the year ended 31st. December 
1963. 

Regarding the vital statistics, according to the Registrar General's 
estimate the population of the District at mid—June 1963 was 2,850 which is 
10 more than the figure for the previous year. 

The number of live births assigned to the District was 35 compared 
with 38 in the year 1962. The crude birth rate for the year was 12.3 
(adjusted 15.1) per 1,000 population. The crude birth rate for England 
and Wales and the County of Lancaster were 18.2 and 18.28 respectively. 

The number of deaths assigned to the District for the year 1963 was 
40 which is 4 more than in the previous year. The crude death rate was 
14.0 (adjusted 11.6) per 1,000 population. The death rates for England 
and Wales and for Lencashire were 12.2 and 12.69 (adjusted 13.83). 

The Registrar General has this year provided a table giving the causes 
of death in age groups and this table is reproduced on page of the 
Report. From this table it will be seen that there were no deaths under 
the age of 45 years, and that 21 of the 40 deaths occurred in persons 75 
years of age and over and a further 6 were between 65 and 75 years of aye. 
These two groups together accounted for 27 of the total deaths. Comparing 
the causes of death with those of the previous year, the number of deaths 
from malignant disease at 7 was the same as in 1962. Coronary heart disease 
accounted for 9 deaths which is 2 more, and deaths from other defined or ill- 
defined causes were 4 more than in the previous year. No deaths occurred 
from tuberculosis — there was one death from this cause in the previous year, -— 
and again there were no deaths arising from childbirth. 

It is pleasing to note that there were no deaths of infants under one 
year of age in fact, as indicated previously, there were no deaths under the 


age of 45 years. 
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Only 12 notifications of infectious disease were receivod, 28 coupared 
With 40 in 1962. This is due to the fact that only 11 cases of measles 
were notified as compared with 37 in the previous year. 

No cases of poliomyelitis or diphtheria were notified duving the year 
but it is still of vital importance that children should be protected against 
these diseases by vaccination and immunisation. 

The controversial matter of fluoridation of water supplies was considered 
by the Committee and it was, unfortunately in my opinion, decided not to 
support, meantime, the proposal to add fluoride to the local water supply. 

Outbreaks of Typhoid Fever which have occurred recently in Switzerland 
and in this country should serve as reminders that food hygiene, purity of 
water supplies, efficient sanitation and a high standard of personal hygiene 
are matters of vital importance, 

Two aspects of environmental hygiene have received special attention in 
the District during the year, namely the water supply and sewage disposal. 
Details are given in the report. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the Chairman and 
Members for the kind consideration given to Dr. Doherty and myself at all 
times. ily thanks are also due to ii. Grimes, Clerk of the Council, and to 
Me, Carr, Public Health Inspector and Surveyor and the Council staff for 
their willing co--operation at all times.

All ice cream sold is pre-packed. No samples of ice cream were taken for 
analysis under the Ice Cream (Heat treatment ) Regulation. Visits were paid to the 
21 shops registered for selling ice cream, 


Water Supply. 


The supply is obtained for the Liverpool Corporation Waterworks 
Undertaking from Withnell Reservoir (upland surface water. ) 


880 Dwelling houses and an estimated population of 2,735 persons are 
supplied with this water. 


30 Bacteriological examinations of water were carried out during the year 
of which 20 were satisfactory an lOwere unsatisfactory. The unsatisfactory reports 
were followed up and were found to be due to fluctuation in chlorination due to 
heavy rains and minor defects in the chlorinator. 


Several complaints have been received about the colour of the water 
which is due to the high acidity of the water and urgent consideration is being 
given to the treatment of this water, The high acidity of the water gives rise 
to plumbe solvency of quite a high degree and a metering pump and ancillary 
equipment has been purchased in order to adjust the Ph level of the water 
which is approximately 6, to a more favourable level. This plant has now been 
installed but as this was late in the year it has not been possible to assess 
its efficiency properly. Supplies available are only marginally above demand and 
in an effort to improve the supply a borehole is being sunk at the rear of 
Railway Road pumphouse and is due to be proved out early in the New Year. 


5 New houses were connected to the public mains making a total of 880 
houses with an estimated population of 2,735. There are still 28 houses with 
an estimated population of 80 which have private supplies from springs.

The results of the chemical analysis indicate the presence of an appreciable 
amount of organic matter which is probably of vegetable origin. There is no 
indication of animal pollution and subject to satisfactory bacteriological reports 


the supply may be accepted as wholesome. 


The water was faintly yellow in colour and acid in re,ction. Its lead content 
was excessive having regard to the usually accepted maximum limit of 0.3 part per 
million. The total iron contant was also slightly in excess of the normal limit of 
0.3 part per million above which complaints with regard to discolouration and staining 
may occur. 

It would be advisable to treat the water to reduce its pluwabo--solvency and in the 
meantime to run water to waste from lead pipes first thing in the morning.

HOUSING AND HOUSIiG CONDITIONS. 


5 New bungalows were built on Lodge Bank, Dick Lane and Withnell Fold. 

No Council houses were built during the year. 

230 Inspections were made for housing defects. There are now 61 houses which 
are not capable at reasonable expense of being rendered fit and 29 unfit houses 
which are capable of being rendered fit. A number of unfit houses have been 
improved by various amounts ranging from internal water closet to full bathrooms 
thus reducing the need for the provision of extra Council houses. The most urgent 
need at the moment being the provision of housing for the elderly. 


There are still 4 occupied back-to~back houses, 2 obstructive buildings, 
30 houses with pail closets and 18 houses with waste water closets in the district. 
The Council have given the matter of pail closets serious consideration and it is 
anticipated that a serious drive will be made to remove as many of these as 
possible in the coming year. 


There are no back~to-earth houses, underground rooms, common lodging houses or 
canal boats, used for human habitation. All houses have an internal water supply 
and separate closet accommodation, 


There is very little overcrowding in houses, except where married sons and 
daughters cannot find homes of their own. 
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Pactories and Workshops. 


There are 24 liechanical Factories and 3 non-mechanical factories in the district, 
30 inspections were carried out and 1 contravention noted regarding cleanliness, 


Swimming Baths & Pool. 


The Council own the Brinscall Swimming Pool, which is 75' by 25'. 5 slipper 
baths and 1 steam bath available. Separate water closets are provided for each 
sex. Bathers have to use the spray baths before entering the s*imming pool. The 
water is drawn from the public main, heated by an oil fired boiler, circulated once 
in 6 hours through 3 pressure sand filters and treated with sodium carbonate and 
chlorine. Samples are taken twice . daily to ensure that the water has been adequately 
chlorinated, 2 Bacieriological examinations were taken, one satisfactory anc one 
unsatisfactory. 1 Chemical analysis was taken and found to be satisfactory. Repairs 
were carried out to the boiler and pump. 


Due to an increase in the number of cases of verrucae which have been reported, 
a footbath has been installed at the Baths and Vanodine is seing used in this and 
also for scrubbing out of cubicles and the bath surround. Monthly foot inspections 
have been instituted and all suspected cases of verrucae have been advised to contact 
their local medical practitioner and obtain a clearance from him before attending 
the baths again.

The existing steps in the baths will be removed and a new bottom put in the 
baths with stainless steel access ladders during the close season, this work now 
having been let out to contract. Serious defects on the roof of the baths 
necessitated major repairs to the roof lights which together with the provision 
of a heat trap at the Baths entrance will make the Baths less draughty and cold 
during the carly and late seasons.
